The absence to date of any recom- 
mendations by the advisory body 
which was set up a year ago by the 
Chief Rabbi and the President of the 
United Synagogue to inquire into 
the organisation and administration of 
the Beth Din was the subject of a 
question lengthy 
at the “ Budget Night” meeting of 
the Council of the United Synagogue. 
held on Monday at Woburn House. 
London, with the Hon. Ewen E. S. 
Montagu, C.B.E., Q.C., the President. 
in the chair. The meeting also elected 
Mr. Alderman Bernard Waley-Cohen 
as a Vice-President. 

Mr. J. Mendel asked: “ With refer- 
ence to the statement. made by the 
former President, the late Mr. Frank 
Samuel, to the Council on June 8, 
1953, that an advisory body had been 
formed to help and advise on any 
alterations or improvements. which 
will ensure the most efficient organisa- 
tion and administration of the Beth 
Din. will the President make a State- 
ment to the Council on the resulting 
recommendations .. 


Considerable Misunderstandings 


The Chairman said that he was gratc- 
ful’ for the question, as he wished to 
clear up a number of misunderstandings. 
Hic expected, said Mr. Montagu, tha! 
every member of the Council would have 
read an editorial note on the subject in 
the last of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE. 
That note was founded on “ very con- 
siderable misunderstandings.” suggested 
that there was a “ commitice of inquiry — 
into the Beth Din. It was not a com- 
mittee of inquiry at all, the President 
said 

Ihe position was thai the advisory 
body, under the energetic chairmanship 
of Mr. David Weitzman, had been mect- 
ing and had been working extremely 
hard, Ihe problem that they were 
investigating was an extremely complex 
one. and it would be some time before 
they could report to the Chief Rabbi and 
himself, There could. be no possible 
criticism, said Mr. Montagu, either of 
Mr. Weitzman or any other lay membc: 
of that committee on the question of 
wasting time, and he could only hope 
that their endeavours would reach as 
speedy a conclusion as possible. 


In a supplementary question, Mr. 
Mendel wanted to know “how man) 
years had the Council to wait” before 


it received some information in connec- 
tion with the proposals which those 
advisers hoped to make.

Twenty-two Jews have been sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment 
ranging from three to 20 years fol- 
lowing a further trial of Zitonis' 
leaders in Rumania, according te 
reports which have reached the Com- 
mittee of Free Rumanians here. This 
new brings the total number of Jews 
sentenced in Bucharest to 54 

According to the reports, the followine 
have been sentenced to 20 vears hard 
labour: Abir Marek, Sattinger, Antonie: 


and his wife. Zeev lLazarovici, Mrs 
Szold. and Motzi Moscovict The othe 
7ionists have received sentences from 


three to cight years imprisonment. All 
have appealed to th Rumanian Ministry 


of Justice for their cases to be reviewed. 


The Rumanian authbdritics are showing 
an increasingly unfriendly attitude to 
Israel, it is learned here. Misu Kofler. 
a relative of Remus Kofler. who (as 
previously reported) was recently executed 
in Bucharest after a trial, was arrested 
on his return from Israel to Rumania 
Following the intervention by the Israclh 
Legation, Misu Kofler. an Israch citizen, 
was set free. He tmmediately asked per- 
mission to leave the country for Israel! 
but the authoriies refused to eive him a 
Visa, 


The United Rumanian Jews of

DEATH FOR 
TREASON 


Israel’s Pro posed 
Penal Code

JERUSALEM 

Amendments to Israel's penal code 
providing. for the death penalty for 
high treason in wartime, ten years 
imprisonment for committing a 
criminal act against a foreign State, 
and making it an offence, punishable 
by a years imprisonment, to publish 
confidential information, are contained 
in a Bill which was given a first read- 
ing by the Knesset on Wednesday. 

Thirty-nine members of the Knesset 
voted in favour of the first reading, 
and 19 voted against. The Bill, which 
had been introduced by Dr. P. Rosen, 
Minister of Justice, now goes to the 
Legal Committee of the Knesset. 

During the two-day debate the Bil! 
came under criticism from members of 
the Coalition parties as well as from 
the opposition groups. 

The main objections raised were based 
on the Bill's alleged vagueness in the 
definition of what constituted a hostile 
organisation: the effect of the new law 
on the freedom of the press: and the 
fact (according io the critics) that the 
onus was put on the accused, in certain 
cases, of having to prove his innocence. 

The new code provides for ten years’ 
imprisonment for anyone who commits. 
or meites others to commit an act against 
a foreign Siate or ts representatives 
Which enher endangers or causes the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations of 
mutual aid between that State and Israel. 

Journalists may find themselves in 
trouble under the proposed new code 
There ts a provision that the publication 
of a document containing _ information 
labelled as secret, confidential, restricted 
or not for publication is forbidden and 
the penalty would be one year’s imprison- 
ment. Anyone passing on such confi- 
dential information may be sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment, while _ the 
negligent handling of documents carries 
the penalty of one year’s imprisonment. 


New Police Powers 


The police can detain suspects under 
ihe proposed law for 9) days without 
having to bring charges cgaimst them 
(at present the maximum detention with- 
out charge is 48 hours). A police office: 
can authorise policemen to carry out a 
search, without a search warrant. 

The Bill provides for the death penaliy 
for four types of high treason committed 
“in time of actual warfare.” 

The crimes punishable by death arc: 
causing war against the State of Israel: 
disclosing secrets to an enemy or to a 
person, or persons, who disclosed them 
to an enemy for the purpose of waging 
war against Israel: secking to overthrow 
the existing régime by violence. or dis- 
playing or demonstrating armed might: 
intentionally seeking to end the existence 
of Israel as sovereign State, or that any 
one part of Isracl’s territory should cease 
to be under Israch sovercignty 

The first draft of the Bill was drawn 
up 18 months seo and was circulated 
among Knesset Members 15 months ago

New State Depariment 
Attack 


WASHINGTON 

Criticism of Israel for withdrawing 
from the Israel-Jordan Mixed Armis- 
tice Commission was voiced by Mr. 
Arthur Z. Gardiner, political and 
economic adviser in the State Depart- 
ments Bureau of Near Eastern 
Affairs, when he testified before the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
last month. Further portions of his 
testimony were made public here on 


Tuesday. According to a J.TA. 
report, Mr. Gardiner declared that 
Jordan could not on the available 


evidence be blamed for the Scorpion 
Pass massacre. 


He outlined the following steps chat the 
State Departiment “would hbke to see 
Israel take: (1) to compensate the Arab 
refugees; to (2) unfreeze «ill further 
frozen Arab bank accounts: (4) reach 
terms with the United Nations regarding 
division of the waters of the River Jordan - 
(4) consider still further the possibilirics of 
the repatriation of Arab refugees: (5) 
adopt a more conciliatory attitude toward 
the Arabs ; and (6) reassure the Arabs that 
the Israelis have no further intentions to 
expand their State.

Mr. Mendel that everything was being 
done to encourage and help Mr. Weiiz- 
man and the lay members of the group 
to present their report. 

Mr. Mendel raised the matter again 
when the Beth Hamidrash and Beth Din 
account was discussed, following the 
budget speech. He said that no pro- 
vision had been made to appoint a 
world-renowned rabbi in place of Dayan 
Abramsky.

sect up a different group in consultation 
with the Chief Rabbr. 

There was no blame on the lay mem- 
bers of the commitiee for any delay 
lt was his belief. said the Chairman 
that the group was “going ahead.” 
They were also convinced that until the 
group had rcpored there was no need 
yet to consider restaffing the Beth Din 
in the way which had been sugegesied. 
They were in constant touch with «the 
Chict Rabbi on the question, and when 
be (Mr. Moniagu) was recently in 
America he had made some inquiries in 
that direction which had not fructified. 

Mr. H. Gavenia said that the Counc! 
would have noticed that Mr. Montagu 
did not pui any blame on the lay mem- 
bers of the committee. Did that mean 
that he was pulting the blame on th 
ecclesiastical. authorities? If the Presi- 
dent's statement meant thai the 
ecclesiastical authorities were not co- 
Operating wih the lay members, then 
there was only one solution—to “ scrap 
the whole group. 


Responsibility for Delay 


The Chairman said that he did not 
wish to add anything jo what he had 
already said. He did not prejudge the 
cas¢, aS suggested by’ Mr. Gaventa. 
People had been blaming certain persons, 
whom he wished to defend, for delay. 
Those persons were not responsible fo: 
the delay. and those who wanted to draw 
conclusions could do so. 

Mr. Monjagu said that as only one 
nomination had been received for the 
vacant office of Vice-President he had 
great pleasure in proposing the election 
of Mr. Alderman Bernard Waley-Cohen. 
The new Vice-President then took his 
seat on the platform, beside the President 
and the other Honorary Officers. 

Mr. F. A. Rossdale, a Treasurer, sub- 
mitted the accounts and estimates of the 
United Synagogue and Constituent Syna- 
gogues. He said he regretted that in 
almost every depariment of the work 
of the United Synagogue expenditure had 
ouistripped income. The 23 Constituent 
Synagogues showed an increase in 
revenue of £1,266 (£261,809 in 1953. as 
compared with £260,543 in 19582). 
Expenditure. however. had increased by 
£7,552 (from £251,273 to £258,825). 

There were Il synagogues requiring 
assistance, to the extent of £8,836; in 
1952 ten synagogues were assisted to the 
amount of £8,598. The resulting net 
final surpluses for the Constituent Syna- 
gogues totalled £4.423, shared among 14 
synagogues, as compared with £4,978 
shared among 17 synagogues in 1952, he 


said. 

li had been found that the new quota 
system for assisied synagogues, which 
was introduced in 1952. had met with 
a fair measure of success, he went on, 
and two synagogues-——North London and 
Brixton —had in the past year succeeded 
in becoming surplus synagogues. 

He summed up the results at the Con- 
stituent Synagogues for 1953 as follows:

TRAINING LIBERAL 
MINISTERS 


Fund in Memory of 
Rabbi Mattuck

The Council of the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, London—the parent body 
ot the Liberal Jewish movement in 
this country—has decided to set up a 
memorial fund named after its 
spiritual leader and Minister Emeritus, 
Rabbi Dr. Israel I. Mattuck, who died 
on April 3. 


The fund—to be known as The Rabbi 
Mattituck Memorial Fund—is to be started 
among all the congregations of the move- 
ment in Britain. 

Announcing this to the annual meeting 
of the synagogue, held at 28 St. John’s 
Wood Road. N.W.8, on Thursday of last 
week, the President, Col. Sir Louis Gluck- 
stein, QC... said that the fund would be 
devoted to the advancement of Liberal 
Judaism and the traming of young men 
as ministers for the movement—" the 
two purposes to which Rabbi Mattuck 
was dedicated.” 

The President stated that the annual 
report of the synagogue showed “a 
memorable advance on all fronts.” For 
the first time in its history the member- 
ship exceeded 2,000. Ihe message 
of Liberal Judaism was being heard by 
more and more people, Sir Louis 
declared, and the “abuse” of their 
idversaries, which was “ motivated by 
fear. was therefore both a compliment 
to the movement and a sign of ts 
progtess. 


Increasing Membership 


Mr. Ronald M. Simon, Treasurer, who 
presented the accounts. said that the 
increased imcome of £17,379 was due 
marniy to the fact that 200 new members 
had joined the synagogue during the last 
There was, however, still a deficit 
of £203 (compared with in 
198.) 

Supporting the adoption of the repor! 
and accounts, Rabbi Leslie I. Edgar, the 
senior minister, recalled that Rabbi Mat- 
tuck in the first sermon he gave in this 
country 43 years ago. had forecast the 
development of Liberal Judaism inio a 
great movement. “ Through Mis great 
spiritual and intellectual qualivies and his 
utter dedication this has become a 
reality,” Rabbi Edgar said. Their move- 
ment was growing at such a pace that 
the demand for ministers was ever 
increasing. Referring to the fund to be 
set up, he appealed to young men who 
felt 1 to be their vocation to come for- 
ward for training as ministers in. the 
Liberal movement 

The Rev. Philip Cohen. Associate 
Minister. reported that the Religion 
School. of which he is the Principal, now 
had 200 pupils on the roll, 

On the motion of the Hon. Lily H. 
Montagu, O.B.E., Sir Louis was re-elected 
President. Messrs. Simon and Fdward W. 
Joseph, O.B.E.. were elected joint Trea- 
surers, and the six retinng members of 
the Counci!l—Messrs. W. I. Brown.

SERMON FOR THE WEE 


AN EVIL REPORT 


“And they spread an evil report 
of the land which they had spied 
out.” (Num. xi, 32.) 


HESE words sum up the 

verdict which the ten 

dispirited spies passed upon 
the land which they had investi- 
gated. They were men who enjoyed 
high status in their tribes, for 
they were called “princes” (of 
the people. They were sent on 
a mission of vital importance 
to the future of their people. 
And they saw a land which, 
they admitted, was goodly and 
fruitful. But in spite of the 
benefits which the country had to 
offer they condemned it. In their 
opinion it was beset with obstacles 
tg0 formidable to overcome. 

Ihe effect: which their verdict had 
on the people's morale was grievous, 
The natural goodness of the land was 
of little importance compared with 
the difficulties which would have to 
be faced. Thus, the people were pre- 
pared to forgo the ultimate benefits 
in face of the initial problems. They 
revealed their own weakness and 
lack of faith in their destiny. They 
even denied, thereby, their faith in 
their God~ whose promise for the 
future was so intimately connected 
with this land which they were to 
possess. The evil report of the spies 
had deprived them of the power to 
look ahead in the spirit of hope and 
confidence 


OW ‘potent is the power of evil 

speech, and how insidious is its 
influence ' Every great venture 
demands a measure of faith in its 
worth and purpose. This is applicable 
to religion too. For what is religion 
if not a venture mto faith ? 

Judaism demands the acceptance of 
a discipline of practice, not just an 
abstract faith. The ultimate value of 
that discipline is known. It can only 
produce lasting benefits. It is a field 
of action which promises mch fruits 
for the body and the mind. But the 
initial obstacles are many and varied, 
One has to be certain that such a 
discipline can be lovingly undertaken, 
for its ultimate goal is the attainment 
of personal holiness. 

Ihe Jewsnsh life is not an easy life. 
and those who adhere to itt must 
realise that us discipline may call 
for sacrifice. What is permussible for 
others may be denied to the Jew. He 
must be prepared to undertake that 
self-denial. It requires restraint and 
mastery of self. 

Just because the path of the Jew 


is strewn with so many and such 
varied obstacles, one so often hears 
the cry, “If only it were made 
easier'™ Surely this is the voice of 
the ten spies whispering their evil 
report. it is as though they were 
saying: “Religion is good and 
Judaism excellent, but the obstacles 
are numerous and the difficulties 
insuperable.” It is indeed a struggle 
to withstand this adverse comment, 
for it calls for strength of will and 
the utmost determination. 


HAT answer can one give to 
those who demand that the 
burden be eased—if indeed it is a 
burden One can only learn trom 
past experience. The evil report o 
the spies did not achieve its desired 
purpose Ihe land was reached and 
its benefits enjoyed : 
The goal of religion in like manner 
cannot be achieved by following the 
line of least resistance No great 
idea has been produced without its 
accompanying birth pangs Jewish 
life cannot be lived fully and com- 
pletely without the sacrifices which 
it demands. No great heights can be 
attained without the effort being 
expended on the climb 
The road to the Land of Prommne 
is long and thorny: but equipped 
with faith it was reached, and can be 
reached again.

ANGLO-ISRAELI TRADE 


Commerce Chamber's Bid for 
Expansion 


By a Jewisu Reporter 


Mr. Leslie Gamage, President of 
the Anglo-Israel Chamber of Com- 
merce, urged British business men to 
take “a long-term view™ of. the 
prospects of mutual trade between the 
United Kingdom and Israel and of 
the potential possibilities of an 
expanding Israeli market, when he 
spoke at the annual meeting of the 
(Chamber, held at the Bank Leumi 
Le-Israel (6 Gracechurch St.. E.C.3), 
recently. 

Mr. Gamage announced a. slight 
improvement in trade between the 
two countries during 1953. 

The annual report of the Chamber 
Council, submitted by the President, 
together with the audited accounts, dis- 
closed that the volume of U.K. exports 
to Israel had amounted during 1953 to 
almost £9,000,000 sterling (as compared 
with over £8,500,000 the previous year), 
and that the volume of imports from 
Israel had risen from £5,860,000 (in 1952) 
to £6,280,000. The report stated: “ the 
figures for 1953 show a slight but wel- 
come increase in the volume of exports 
and imports. It is unfortunate that the 
mport of citrus by-products is still 
stricly limited, and representations on 
ihis matter have been made to the U.K. 
authorities, and it is hoped that improve- 
ments in this field will result, despite 
competition from American sources. who 
are selling in the United Kingdom against 
sterling.” 


Effect of Reparations 


Presenting the report and accounts for 


approval, Mr. Gamage said that the 
reparations agreement between Western 
Germany and Israel had resulted in 


Israel's sterling earnings for citrus being 
available for buying goods and equip- 
ment in the U.K. instead of, as in pre- 
vious years, being earmarked for the 
purchase of fuel oil. Even though 
Western Germany had emerged as a large 
suppher to Israel, the U.K. could follow 
up with auxiliary equipment in what was 
a traditonally British market. 

The Chamber, he said, was endeavour- 
ing to increase the flow of trade between 
ithe two countries, and he hoped H.M. 
Government would give them even 
greater support in this work.

IN LONDON 


Famous Pianist on Jews’ 
Role in Music 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The world-famous pianist, Mr. 
Artur Rubinstein, arrived in London 
from America last week to give a 


series of recitals, concerts, and 
broadcasts. 
When | saw him, he had just 


returned from Paris where he had been 
given an enthusiastic reception. 

in December, 1946, he became 
founder-President of the Frederic 
Chopin Fund for sponsoring concerts to 
raise money for needy artists in post- 
war Europe and providing musical 
instruments. books. and scores for 
musicians who had been deprived of the 
tools of their profession. But, he. told 
me. things did not go well with thr 
Fund. After the Communists had taken 
ever Poland nothing could be done. He 
had decided to turn the Fund into an 
international one and to help needy 
artests im every country 

When Mr. Rubinstein visited Isracl 
three years ago he gave 20 concerts in 
davys—t2 wh the Israel Philhar- 


monic. and cight recitals. But before 
then he atready been to Palestine 
three times previously. The first. he 


recalled. was in 1922 when he played 
for charity—in a hangar in Tel Aviv. 
hecause there was nowhere clse to play: 
the second. was two years later when he 
also did a concert tour, and the third 
was in 1933.

Mr. Rubinstern left $10,000 to be devoted 
io prizes for promising pianists. 

SPpenaing adoul Jews and music, he 
remarked that the Jewish face was th 
most musical in the world Jews 
were, comparatively, the most frequen! 
concert-gocrs. “ Whenever there is a 
Jewish holiday.’ he said, “the concer! 
halls are practically empty He added 
“tf you look at musical movements and 
accomplishments, you will find that most 
of the names behind them are Jewish 
names. They arte certainly the greatest 
supporters of music and of art in 

The reason. said Mr. Rubinstein, why 


Jews were more interpretative than 
creative —alihough there were quiic a 


number of well-known composers who 
were Jewish—was that iney had such a 
great gift for intelligent penetration 
other people's idcas and were So sensitive 
to those ideas 

Referring to Ernest Bloch, Mr. Rubin- 
stein said that “be is a very fine and 
original composer and has added much 
to musical values.” 

Mr. Rubinstein said that he was an 
internationalist music un-Jewish. 
un-religious, and wun-anything In 
politics it was different. But in music 


he did not like to be a partisan. He 
would noi play Jewish music simply 
because he was a Jew. but only because 
of its intrinsic meriis 

Pianist recalled his friendship 
wih Dr. Chaim Weivmann and Dr. 
Nahum Sokolow. Mr. Rubinstein s 
father was a Hebrew scholar who wrote 
articles in Hazriaan which was published 
in Warsaw and ediied by Dr. Sokolow. 

Mr. Rubinstcin, who is aged 65. was 
born in Warsaw. He became a United 
Siates citizen in 1946 

Three of his ststers and three brothers 
were murdered by ithe Germans in 
Warsaw and Lodz. 

Last Monday Mr. Rubinstcin gave a 
concert at the Festival Hall. the whole of 
the proceeds going to the Musician's 
Benevolen, Fund. He is to give three

Mistakes Made in the 
Spending of Money

Technical Education 


Dealing with the main subiect of his 
address—technical education in Israe!l— 
Mr. Bevan stated that Israc! did not turn 
out enough technicians and scicntisis 
particularily in the branches of applied 
science. There were too many lawyers 
and doctors, and, as in manv other 
countries... there was noi ai sufficrent 
recognition of the need of priorities in 
the utilisation of man- power in 
institutions of higher learning. Too much 
attention was being paid to the humani- 


ties, while the Haifa Technion had to 
turn down as many candidates as it 
could, at present, accommodate.

IN IRAQ 


No Policy Changes 
Likely 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Because the Government was 
obliged to order fresh elections in 
eleven constituencies following the 
disorders which took place during the 


fraq? general election, final results of 
the polling have still not reached Lon- 
don. According to the Arab News 


Agency four people were killed during 
the elections, and, according to 
Reuter, hundreds were injured. 

Though they are not quite complete 
the’ results so far show fairly clearly how 
the next Parliament will be constituted. 
Nuri Pasha es Saids Constitutional 
Union Party has lost some ground, but 
this appears to have been made up by an 
increase in the number of Independents, 
the majority of whom can be classed as 
pro-Nuri men, Ihe National Front, 
comprising the cxtiemists of Left and 
Right, was reported to have secured only 
13 seats out of a total of 135, and Saleh 
Jabr's Socialist Party had gained only 21. 
The Constitutional Union Parity and the 
Independents together will. therefore. 
have about 100 members in the new 
Chamber. 

There can thus be littl doubt that the 
next Government will be formed from the 
supporters of Nuri es Said.- and u is 
unlikely, therefore, that its programme 
will be materially different from that of 
the outgoing Government. In Baghdad, it 
is beheved that Nuri Pasha himself (who 
happens to be in London at the moment. 
escaping from the lraqi summer) will 
continue to remain in the background and 


that the next Prime Minister will he 
ether Mohammed Fadhil Jamali or 
Ahmed Mukhtar Baban. and of these 


two the odds appear to be on the former. 
who, of course, has had much experience 
of the premiership. 


Relations with Pakistan and Turkey 


In these circumstances, the new 
Government will probably regard itself 
as bemg fully empowered to continue the 
Policy pursued by tts predecessor of 
accepting American milttary aid and 
aligning its defence policy with that of 
Pakistan and Turkey. Whether this policy 
can be pursued in the face of active hos- 
ultty by a vocal section of the public, 
represented in Parliament by Kamil 
Chaddirchi (a product of the London 
Schoo! of Economics) and his friends. 
remains to be seen. The hot. traqi 
summer, however, likely to have 
a somnolent effect upon political activi- 
ties and it is likely that the situation will 
remain calm at least until the autumn. 

With Egypt's influence among the Arab 
countries at present waning, it is pos- 
sible that the new Traqi Government will 
consider the moment propitious for 
reopening discussion of its Greater Syria 
plan. which has remained tn cold storage 
during recent months. Tt will. therefore, 
he of interest to watch developments tn 
Syria. which is once again in the throes 
of a political crisis.

GERMANY AND GENOCIDE 
CONVENTION 
Ratification Stipulation

Draft legislation now before the 
Bundestag, the lower House of the 
German Federal Parliament, to ratify 
the U.N. Genocide Convention but to 
delete the provision therefrom refer- 
ing to concentration camps, ts viewed 
with concern here by the U.N. pro- 
ponents of the convention 

While supporters of the convention 
are satisfied with the gercral endorsement 
of the convention in the draft legislation 
they are dismayed at the German refusal 
to subscribe to the section which defines 
the deliberate infliction of conditions of 
life, the object of which is to bring about 
the physical destruction of particular 
groups of people 

This section, which the architects of 
the convention so painstakinely drafted. 
defines genocide as involving not only 
outright kiilings but the gradual disinte- 
gration of groups of human beings 
through hunger. overwork. unsanitary 
conditions, and other miethods of gradual 
and calculated extermination lt was 
precisely these methods which made the 
Nazi concentration camps a symbol of 
the mass destruction of human beings 

The German draft. however, includes 
only outright killing, vernichtung, and 
omits the term physical destruction. 
kdrperliche rers'orune. 

Some parties to the convention think 
it strange that a nation, whose concen- 
tration camps became bases for ecnocide. 
should insist on such a. limitation

INSIDE VIENNA TODAY 


By DAVID PELA 


loving centre of the vast, 

sprawling Habsburg Empire, 
is today more than ever the cross- 
roads of Europe, an unhappy 
occupied city where Russians and 
representatives of the Western 
Powers rub shoulders daily in the 
task of occupation. 

The 9,000 Jews in the capital, the 
tiny remnant of a once mighty com- 
munity numbering 200,000, a com- 
munity which, before the advent of 
Nazism, made a considerable contri- 
bution to Austrian life, are equally 
unhappy. For in addition to the 
political tension caused by the occupa- 
tion and the fear of renewed anti- 


V loving once the gay, music- 


semitism, the community is_ itself 
divided and discontented. This is 
mainly due to the fact that the 


K ultusgemeinde is run on party lines, 
the majority group, the Socialists, 
being in virtual control of the entire 
communal machinery—this includes 
the admistration and allocation of 
reparations funds and relief. 

Of the 24 members of the Com- 
munal Council, 12 are Socialists, six 
Zionists, five Communists, and one 
Agudist. The Socialists, headed by 
the President of the community, Dr. 
Emil Maurer, a 70-year-old lawyer 
and district mayor for 15 years, run

communal activities from a magnifi- 
cent building in the Schottenring, on 
the edge of the international zone near 
the Danube Canal. But the Zionist 
and other groups claim, with some 
justification, that they are denied a 
legitimate share in the leadership of 
the Council. And the Zionists main- 
tain, again quite properly, that 
insufficient assistance is given to the 
few hundred Hungarian, Rumanian, 
Polish, and other refugees, who, nine 
vears after the war, still live in 
indescribably wretched conditions, 
Stagnating in the Rothschild Hospital 
and other camps. 

The 120 refugees at the Rothschild 
Hospital, which is situated in the 
Wahringergiirtel, were recently evicted 
from the main buildings and crammed 
into what were formerly the sisters’ 
quarters. The explanation of the 
Communal Council, that ts the 
Socialists, was that the Hospital was 
to be sold ; but it is still in the hands 
of the Council. 

On a recent visit to the camp I saw 
rabbis, chassidim, pregnant women, 
elderly persons, and children herded 
together in unhygienic and cramped 
quarters with very little privacy. 
Families have only one room, and 
here they sleep, eat, and make plans 
for the future. Many are too sick, too 
old to think of life in Israel. The 
majority want to settle in England or 
the United States. Only the visas— 
and the funds—are lacking. 

The refugees are an isolated group. 
Unitke the Volksdeutsche, they 
require permits to work—and these 
are not normally granted by the 
authorities. And, unlike Austrian 
Jews, they have no say in the running 
of communal! affairs—they have no 
vote. Life could undoubtedly be 
made easier for these unhappy people 
by the Communal Council. But, 
unfortunately, the community leader- 
ship does not appear anxious to give 
the refugees all the help they need. 


Needy Children 


The children,. in particular, need 
assistance urgently. Accustomed to 
nothing but camp life, they have 
little hope of becoming useful citiz< 1s 
unless moved—and moved quickly— 
from theif present wretched surround- 
ings. Their school, their cheder, is a 
tiny, dark, depressing room adjoining 
the camp synagogue—a room in the 
spacious headquarters of the Com- 
munity Counci! would surely be more 
appropriate. 

To the west of the city, in 
Neuweldegger, on the edge of the 
fragrant Vienna Woods, are a smaller, 
though happier, group of refugees. 
They are happier because they occupy 
part of a large mansion situated in 
beautiful grounds. 

There is now no specifically Jewish 
quarter in Vienna. At one time 
100,000 Jews were concentrated in the 
Leopoldstadt—it was allotted to the 
Jews in 1622—the battered but still 
thickly populated north-eastera dis- 
trict between the Danube Canal and 
river, in the Soviet sector. 

But the Jews of Vienna are now 
dispersed throughout the city, though 
they meet regularly in selected cafés 
to exchange news. Many have 
regained their former homes and have 
re-established themselves as  mer- 
chants, shopkeepers, and industrialists. 
Others, less fortunate, are compelled 
to hve i kehilla-controlled shelters. 
One of these hostels, accommodating 
about fifty persons, most of them 
elderly, is near the Praterstrasse, 
opposite the flattened remains of a 
synagogue destroyed by the Nazis. 

One of the community’s show- 
places is the fine Old Age Home and 
Hospital adjoining the ancient Jewish 
cemetery near the Wahringerstrasse. 
During the war this building was 
occupied by members of the S.S., who 
destroyed the many tombstones in the 
large grounds. But they did not 
remove the memorial tablets 
embedded in the walls, some of which 
are over 400 years old. 

Today the hospital has 50 patients, 
Jews and non-Jews, and the section 
used as a home for the aged is full. 
There are eight doctors (only one is 
a non-Jew) and 16 nurses (half of 
them Jewish), but most of these 
intend t® emigrate to Israel. Prac- 
tically the entire staff, including 
cooks, cleaners, and orderlies, are 
Jews who spent many years in Nazi 
camps. Kashrut is strictly observed 
in the institution. 

Before the Anschluss, before the 


Nazi hobby of burning Jewish houses 
of worship spread to Austria, Vienna 
had 23 synagogues. Today there ix 
only one, a small building in the 
Seitenstettengasse, rebuilt in 1946. a< 
well as two Batei Hamidrash. 

Zionist activities play an important 
part in communal life, about 2.500 
persons—over 25 per cent of the 
Jewish population—being active mem- 
bers. All Zionist groups have their 
youth organisations, and there is a 
Zionist newspaper, Dir STIMME, which 
appears monthly. 

The Communal Council! claims to 
have a monthly deficit of 70.000

schillings (nearly £1,000). Its income 
is derived from taxation and from 
the sale of communal property.

Government—it is claiming 
nearly £4,000,000—i should be in « 
position to put the community on a 
sound financial basis and, perhaps, 
give increased assistance to refugees 

Relations between the Kultusge- 
meinde and the authorities are good, 
but, for political reasons—mainly the 
fear of antagonising the large neo- 
Nazi section of the electorate—neither 
the Catholic People’s Party nor the 
Socialists, the Coalition groups, wil! 
openly champion Jewish rights. Both 
parties are anxious to secure the 
support of followers of the Union of 
Independents—this party has many 
former Nazis among its members— 
which is rapidly breaking up because 
of lack of funds and strong leadership. 


Deep-rooted Antisemitism 


To the visitor Vienna appears free 
from antisemitism. Ihe Viennese 
tell you that they were never Nazis, 
that they were forced to join’ the 
German war machine. that they 
acquired Jewish property only because 
it was sold to them by the Nazis. But 
knowledgeable and impartia! observers 
in the capital say that antisemitism is 
deep-rooted and widespread. though, 
because of the occupation, al present 
dormant. 

Vienna itself is an isolated city of 
cafés, gardens and architectural 
wonders, an island within the Soviet 
Zone. But though the capital is split 
up into British, American, French, and 
Russian sectors, with the ancient and 
historic inner city an_ international 
zone, movement within the city is not 
restricted, 

Like Germany, Austria has made 
rapid progress since the war in the 
economic sphere, thanks to American 
aid. The shops are well stocked with 
every type of commodity and the 
people are well dressed, despite the 
high cost of clothing. 

Though a leisure-loving people, the 
Viennese have been extremely zealous 
in reconstruction work. Many build- 
ings, particularly on the eastern 
skirts of the city, still show signs © 
Allied bombing and Russian shelling, 
but there has been remarkable pro- 
gress in rebuilding the inner city. New 
shops and department stores, as well as 
massive blocks of flats, have sprung 
up everywhere. But over the city, 
over the whole of Austria, hangs the 
shadow of the occupation.

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ISRAEL’S LITTLE AMBASSADORS

HAT is what they are told 
they are, “Israel's little 
ambassadors,” almost as 
soon as they arrive in England 
“They” are the Israeli students. 
“Do not forget that you are 
ambassadors of our country.” That 
is what they are, whether they like 
it or not. 
Most of ther time here is spent in 
college. It is there that the ambas- 
sadorial tasks begin, but by no means 


end. In college ‘they mect many 
people who are barely aware of 
Isruels existence. [hen there are 


those people who served in the forces 
in the Middle East, or have relatives 
who served in Palestine. Some ol 
them still harbour grudges. Among 
others whom the Israclis come into 
contact with are some Jewish students 
as well 


Representing One's Country 


However, the great majority con- 
sists ot those slucents who are aware 


ot Israels existence. but have no 
definite views of Opinions on the 
subject Thus it comes about that 


the Israel: student, very often the only 
one in his college. has to represent 
his country, and that bis country wil! 
be judged by the standards he sets. 
He ts in fact his country’s ambassador 
Phei is Quite a task, for the French. 
Germans, Swiss, Italians, are all! 
well-RKnown quantities There is a 
definite behaviour pattern the average 
Englishmen associates with a French- 
man. Irrespective of what he says or 
does. the Frenchman is a Frenchman 
Not. so the Israeli. He is’ too 
unfamiliar an animal! to have, as yet, 


left any definite impression on his 
colleagues 
[he story. however. has only just 


begun Outside college the student 
comes mto close contact wrth the 
British Jewish community. Frequently 
he is asked to dinner or some othe: 
occasion alt the house of Jewish 
friends. Most of hrs social contacts. 
apart trom feltlow-Israelis, are with 
members of the local Jewish communt- 
ties, Ihe Jew will scrutimse the 
Israelr even more closely than does 
the Gentile. He wishes to explore 
the country, to see what has become 
of Israel. by inspecting the young 
representatives of that land. Israel 1s 
an ever-tresh and topical subject for 
many Jews abroad. It is being dis- 
cussed and represented at numerous 
official functions and meetings. Many 
of the official representatives of Israe! 
mvitéd to these functions speak and 
then disappear. ‘The students stay on. 
Lasting impressions tend to be formed 
mostly by datly contacts. And so. 
here once more, the student 1s his 
country's ‘ambassador. 

An ambassador's activities are 
Widely reported and become well 
known. Perhaps one ought, there- 
fore. to be a little more familiar with 
the students as such. Who are they ? 
What do they do” How do they 
work ? How do they play? How 
do they live” 


Hard-working Students 


Well. in the first place they are 
hard-working individuals going 
through a concentrated course ol 
studiés, hampered by all the difh- 
culties of a Strange and ftoreign 
environment and an unfamiliar 
language. Many of them have never 
been out of the country before. Very 
often they are a lonely crowd. In 
spite of all the friendship and hospi- 
tality they find here. they are, after 
aft. far away from home. There are 
some 320 of them in the United King- 
dom. This number has been growing 
steadily, until Great Britain has 
become the largest centre for Israel 
students in Europe. There are three 
main reasons for this. In the first 
place, with the lkmited financial! 
resources available to him, the student 
cannot live as well anywhere else. 
Secondly, the British universities are, 
on the whole,” probably the best in 
Europe today. Thirdly, much of the 
British system has gone into the 
organisation of public services, insti- 
tutions, and the Army in Israel. The 
graduate from a British university is, 
therefore, a particular favourite with 
the authorities in Israel. 

Two hundred and fifty of the 
students are im London alone. They 
study every subject under the sun, 


from the pure arts to the 
theoretical of the €Xact sciences. with 
a4 Strong emphasis on scientific sub- 
jects, pure and applied The only 
subject poorly represented is that of 
medicine, because it is extremely diffi- 
cult to gain admission to the medical 
colleges Only w ol the 
students are supported by funds from 
home There are no Israeli Govern- 
ment scholarsh Ps. and their support 
comes directly from. their families in 
Israel. with the C,overnment granting 
the Hecessa&\ exchange faciites his 
number was much greater at one time. 
but had to be reduced because of 
economic conditions lhe maximum 
support a student may receive from 
home. irrespective of his parents’ 
financial crrcumstances, is £30 per 
month some further 30 to 40 
studen's receive’ scholarships from 
such institutions as the Frends of the 
Hebrew University and the Technion 
and the British Council. Student com- 
munities are always notoriousiy poor. 
and the Israelis are no different. but 
perhaps slihtiv worse off in this 
respect

Difficulties of Language 


How do they work ? Most of them 
are undergraduates. A student's day 


begins in college at 9 a.m. With but 
an interval tor lunch he is there con- 
tinuously until S or 6 p.m., attending 


lectures, working im laboratories, and 
reading in the library By the time 
he gets home and has had his supper. 
he has little energy and time leit to 
do his reading However. this he 
must pursue On Most evenings of the 
week, or else he is likely to fall tar 
behind in his studies Added to this 
ihere may be difficulties of language 
and adjustment, especially sO during 
his first year. Ihe post-graduate 
Student 1s a little better off. About 
hive evenings a week are spent in this 
manner. During the students hol 
days the position ts usually further 
complicated by the need to suppiement 
his. income And se many ol the 
ambassadors try to take on vacation 
employ ment. 

How do they play ? There is 
always the local cinema. But most 
ol the students go to theatres and 
concerts as olten as they can. tor the 
attractions of the West End are not 
to ae: had 
naturally make the most of them while 
they can. Ihe Isfach is a_herd- 
animal as much as anybody else. and 
probably more so when tar from 
home. Being an ambassador he is 
happiest (probably like most. real 
ambassadors) when he is among his 
own kind and unobserved. Here he 
can let himself go and relax from the 
strains of the day and the stresses of 
being on his best behaviour all the 
time. Only here caa he let off steam. 
should he feel so inclined, with a clear 
conscience, for his ways of letting off 
steam may not necessarily be those ol 
Rome. and. after all, he .ts: an 
ambassador 


Israeli Club 


Some of these needs are catered for 
by the Israeli Students Club, where 
the students meet and entertam therr 
friends. Here they have the Hebrew 
daily press, a hostess who serves them 
with coffee and cakes three times a 
week, a radiogram. and each other. 
Ihe club ts fairly small, but very 
pleasant. Its establishment was made 
possible through the generosity of the 


Jewish Agency and private members 
of the London Jewish community. It 
is, all told, a piece of home in a 
hospitable but. nevertheless strange 


land. The students are organised in 
a union, This ts the “ Association ol 
Israeli Students,” which is affilrated 
to the LU.J.F. The elected com- 
mittee of the Association runs the 
students’ affairs, organises parties, 
outings, festivities, supervises the club, 
and recently organised a Seder for the 
students and their friends. This com- 
mittee is presided over by Mme Elath 
as Honorary President. It is to ‘this 
committee they turn when in trouble. 
and frequently, again through the 
generosity of t students’ many 
friends, the committee is able to help 
them. Ht is through this committee, 
again, that the Israeli students are 
represented at the Israeli Embassy and 
Consulate, and, most important of all, 
relations are kept up with the local 
Jewish communities on an official 
level.

Many are the organisations that 
claim the ambassadors’ time. Speakers 
here, representatives at this or that 
conference, evenings with Jewish vouth 
clubs and organisations of all sorts, 
and many other activities. In addi- 
tion there are a number of non-Jewish 
organisations which do much for the 
students in the way of hospitality, and 
with these, too. relations are kept up 

When all is said and done, there is 
not much time lielt for the ambassa- 
dors to be ambassadors in. Primarily 
“they” are students, working hard. 
living in “ digs.” more often than not 
cooking for themselves, and pursuing 
an intensive course. of studies 
frequently in adverse financia! circum- 


stances. Often they live under con- 
siderable strain Ihe students have 
come in for a certain amount of 


criticism lately. It has been said that 
they do not discharge their “ ambas- 
sadorial ~ duties as thev should. Like 
all criticism, this, too, has probably 
some basic truth in wt. But the critics 
should remember that most of the 
students are doing their best to be 
good ambassadors. Admittedly they 
could do more, but only at the expense 
of their studies in most cases, and that 
would be defeating the purpose of 
their coming here. When the final 
halance is struck “they” are and 
should .be ambassadors of their 
country, but spare-time ambassadors 
only.

CHEDER MEMORIES 
Comparison With the Past 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu Curonicie 


Sirn,—I was greatly interested in 
“Cheder Memories,” by Abraham 
Joseph (in your issue of June 11), 
because I was one of the boys who 
attended cheder 50 years ago. It is 
quite true that we had to go to cheder 
for morning prayers before schoo! 
without having any food, but I also 
had to go midday, between school 
lunch hours, to cheder for Mincha. 

I do not agree with Mr. Joseph when 
he refers to the “ meaningless Hebrew 
reading and the translation of the books 
of Moses into a Yiddish that we did not 
fully understand.” 

Fifty years ago most Jewish parents 
spoke to their children in Yiddish and 
90 per cent of the children understood 
and spoke Yiddish too. In my cheder in 
Plumber's Row, off Commercial Road 
neatly 100 boys attended and we only 
had two Hebrew teachers. The young- 
Sters were first taught to read the 
meaningless Hebrew but from the 
age of nine to ten years the translations 
began into Yiddish which we al! under- 
stood. 

My weckly curriculum was to translate 
into Yiddish the whole weck’'s Sidra. two 
chapters of Rashi, one chapter of T nach 
and a portion of Kitser Shulchan Aruch. 
All this at a cost to my parents of Is 
per week. 

Mr. Abrahams states he was not taught 
the ritual. We in our cheder were. It 
all depended on the Hebrew teachers. 
The result of the teaching I and the othe: 
boys of that cheder received saved ws 
asking our parents awkward questions 
such as the children of today do 

I maintain that fifty years ago the 
children knew more about: Yiddishkeit 
than they do today. Our parents fifis 
years ago were devout Jews. Why ar 
parents not so today. so that they can 
show a good example to their children ” 
My parents and most others too. would 
not dream of lighting a fire on the 
Sabbath. they would wait for the gov 
to come im. nor would they cook a meal 
on:the Sabbath 

The men and women of my age today 
who arte in the. sixties will remember 
going to the gov for a kettle of hot water 


which was paid for after the Sabbath 
had ended. When this is mentioned to 
a young boy or girl today they — 
openly say: “It's all rubbish.” We of 


ftv years ago would not dream of saying 
such a thing to our parents because we 
knew they did no wrong afid neither did 
we youngsters

Sin. —The Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 
founded in 1885 is a unique institution 
of which the Jewish community can 


be justly proud. Benefits both 
material and moral have been 
extended to the stranger, Jew. and 


sometimes non-Jew, numbering in 68 
years over 1,250,000 souls. I hese 
include emigrants from Russia and 
Eastern Europe at and since the turn 
of the century, and in more recent 
years large numbers of refugees from 
both Belgium and Germany. 

During the war the premises were 
made available to many victims of the 
East End bombing. but subsequently it 
reverted to its main function as a haven 
of rest for the ** Wandering Jew.’ 

Ay the present time, difficulties of 
transport and complicated immigration 
regulations often make it necessary for 
transmigrants to spend weeks or months 
in this country before visas are obtained, 
so the Shelter is never without residenis, 


be the number large or small. With 
present unscitied conditions in Central 
Europe and North Africa, the flow of 
Jewish emigrants will contmue, 

The Shelter is also the headquarters of 
the Advisory Commitice for the Admis- 
sion of Jewish Ecclesiastical Officers. 
which was set up under the chairman- 
ship of the late Mr. Otto Schiff at the 
request of the Home Office in 1932. This 
committee assists congregations of all 
shades of Jewish rehgious opmion to 


secure entry permits for ccclesiastical 
appointments. 

No appeal has been made since 1937. 
The annual deficit is approximately 


£5,000. and the time has come when the 
Shelter is no longer able to continue 
without help. We are therefore urging 
the community to respond in a fitting 
manner to the cal. of this tnstitution, one 
which is unigue in the United Kingdom 
and which ts renowned the world over. 
The Shelter’s ever open doors must not 
be allowed to close.

RELIGION CLASSES AT

Co-operation of Parents Sought

Sirn.—Mr. Joseph Finklestone’s inte- 
resting and authentic description of 
the Gateshead community, its institu- 
tions, and its saintly founder, the late 
Mr. E. Adler, recalls nostalgic 
memories. 

During my stay at the yeshiva in the 
invasion period of May, 1940, Gateshead 


was designated a “ protected area” with 
sirict emergency “fe gulations. All boy 5 
at the college having a status of “ enemy 


aliens " were interned, while the rest of 
us, so-called “friendly aliens.”” had to 
report daily to the police station, where 
our papers were checked and stamped 
every day. 

On the first Sabbath, however, while 
we were having our morning services, the 
Chief of Police. by the name of Scott. 
accompanied by an aide, suddenly arrived 
at the veshiva. There was a wave of 
inkiety; We, too, were going to be 
interned and sent abroad. The inspector 
insisted on waiting until the end of the 
service, when we were asked to produce 
our identity papers. he then proceeded 
to stamp them, as required by the emer- 
regula To Our. relief 
he explained that Mr. Adler called on 
him on the previous Friday and told him 
that it would be impossible for us to go 
to the police station. some two miles 
away, on Saturday, and to carry ou

laws. He would, therefore. be returning 
every Saturday for the rest of the emer- 
gency—which he did

genecrosity——in both the spiritual and 
material welfare of the veshiva shown 
by the local Jews—was a source of great 
encouragement to all of us.

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COMMONWEALTH 
CONFERENCE 


THROUGHOUT the coming week the 
Conference of Jewish Communities in the 
Commonwealth will be meeting in London. 
This is the second such conference and, like 
its predecessor held in 1950, it has been 
convened by the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. Warm acknowledgment is due 
to the Board for its enterprise in having 
initiated and furthered the project of this 
important gathering. At the same time, four 
years seems an unduly long interval to be 
allowed to elapse between its first and second 
assembling. It is unfortunate that no perma- 
nent administrative machinery was instituted 
in 1950. for the purpose of carrying forward 
its work and of enabling it to function in a 
continuous and practical manner. Many 
historic events and far-reaching changes 
have occurred during the last four years, 
and delegates should have been provided 
with opportunities of renewing their contacts 
at regular and frequent intervals. 

The warmest of welcomes will be accorded 
to delegates attending the forthcoming 
assembly as our guests from overseas. 
Among the countries represented will be 
South Africa, Australia, Canada, India, 
Rhodesia, and New Zealand. . It occasions 
deep disappointment that the sudden illness of 
Dr. A. COHEN, the President of the Deputies, 
will prevent his presiding at the Conference. 
It is the earnest prayer of us all, both in 
Britain and overseas, that he may speedily 
be restored to health and strength In his 
regrettable absence the chair will be taken 
at the opening session by Mr. BARNETT 
JANNER, M.P., the Board’s senior Vice- 
President, while it is expected that overseas 
delegates will preside at some of the later 
sessions. 


There will be general agreement that the 
Board, as the representative organisation of 
the Jewish community in this country, is the 
appropriate body to sponsor this Confer- 
ence. As it happens, there are five members 
of the Board who regularly represent over- 
seas congregations—in Melbourne, Perth, 
Cape Town, Auckland, and Wellington. 
But, speaking generally, the overseas com- 
munities are, of course, entirely independent 
of the British Board, and each has its own 
representative body, among them being, for 
example, the Executive Council of Austra- 
lian Jewry, the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
the Rhodesian Jewish Board of Deputies, 
and the South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies. Yet it needs to be stressed that, 
while the history and prestige of the British 
Board rightly entitle it to take the initiative 
in convening this Conference, the bodies 
represented at it are meeting entirely in a 
consultative and voluntary capacity. 

Although the arrangement of the pro- 
visional agenda appears somewhat amor- 
phous, it includes several important subjects. 
One session will be devoted to discussing 
the position of British and Commonwealth 
Jewries in relation to the State of Israel. 
It is most desirable to elucidate what should 
be the attitude of these Jewries, having 
regard to the fact that Israel is an indepen- 
dent State with whose internal domestic 
affairs non-Israelis have no legitimate con- 
cern. In the field of foreign affairs, such 
subjects as United Nations activities, repara- 
tions, rehabilitation, and immigration will 
come under survey. Here some very debat- 
able issues seem likely to be raised. For 
example, at last year’s annual conference of 
the Executive Council of Australian Jewry, 
a resolution was passed instructing the 
Australian delegation to the present Com- 
monwealth Conference to endeavour to 
secure the affiliation of all Commonwealth 
communities to the World Jewish Congress. 
At present the representative bodies of 
Jewish communities in Australia, Canada, 
and Rhodesia have allowed themselves to 
be persuaded into becoming affiliated to the 
World Jewish Congress. It is hardly likely 
that the British Board of Deputies would 


attempt to follow suit, as in any case such 
a policy would probably violate the basic 
principles of its constitution. Other matters 
of common interest to be discussed include 
Jewish defence, shechita, charitable and 
welfare work, and religious education. 
Problems of the training and supply of 
rabbis, ministers, and teachers for overseas 
communities should be of particular con- 
cern in view of the approaching centenary 
of Jews’ College. 


Apart from the actual agenda, the oppor- 
tunities afforded for informal discussion, 
for the exchange of information, and for 
social gatherings cannot but be of the 
utmost mutua! advantage to the representa- 
tives of Jewish communities, both at home 
and overseas. 


DUTCH JEWISH 
ORPHANS 


AMONG the many tragedies of the last war, 
those of the Jewish war orphans in practically 
every country visited by HITLER’s armed 
hordes form a dramatic chapter of their own. 
The lives of many of these orphans were 
saved, one must recognise with gratitude, by 
the heroic and self-sacrificing acts of a num- 
ber of Christians. Unfortunately, however, 
in a number of cases, when the war was over, 
the children were not given back to their own 
Jewish people, and constant subterfuges were 
indulged in in some instances to prevent even 
the whereabouts of such orphans being 
known to the Jewish authorities or to the 


children’s relations, were any left to claim 


them. The climax was reached last year, it 
will bé remembered, in the now famous 
FINALY affair in France, which ultimately was 
solved by the restoration of the two boys to 
their relations. ‘In other countries, too, the 
problem has been overcome, but unhappily 
in Holland the drama continues. 


Two Jewish girls, ANNEKE BEEKMAN and 
Betry MILHADO, are, despite every effort and 
innumerable protests, still prevented from 
joining the people to whom they belong. 
ANNEKE BEEKMAN, now 14, whose Orthodox 
Jewish parents died in a Nazi concentration 
camp in 1943, is kept in a secret hiding-place, 
and neither the decision of the Dutch High 
Court nor the subsequent efforts of the Dutch 
police seem to have been effective to 
release this Jewish orphan from the fanatical 
hold of a Dutch woman who, with missionary 
zeal, has gone to every length to detain the 
child. But perhaps even more tragic is the 
story of Betry MiLHapo, who, having been 
Once retrieved from her non-Jewish pro- 
tectress and Kept for a while in a Jewish home, 
was again kidnapped and for the last few 
years has been kept in hiding. 

To add insult to injury, the Dutch 
Guardianship Council, a Government institu- 
tion, last week decided that Betty, who in 
March was found to be in a Belgian convent, 
should be educated by a Roman Catholic 
family. This astonishing and, in the particular 
circumstances, shocking decision was taken 
without regard to Jewish protests, and 
the fact that the Dutch woman, a certain 
Miss VAN HoOoGDALEN, by whom BETTY 
MitHapo had been brought up since her 
parents died in a concentration camp, was 
herself a Protestant. Ihe fate of these two 
children has already stirred many consciences 
in Holland and in neighbouring countries, 
but obviously not’sufficiently to put an end to 
this intolerable situation, The sturdy Dutch 
regard over many centuries for human rights 
seems greatly to be lacking in this instance. 


THE SHELTER 


Over the signatures of the Culer RABBI, 
LorpD BEARSTED, and Mr. G. 
MONTEFIORE, &@ Moving appeal is printed on 
another page of this issue on behalf of the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter. For nearly 
seventy years the Shelter has unobtrusively 
carried on its beneficent work, and during 
that period it has rendered service to over a 
million and a quarter distressed persons. Its 
repute has spread throughout the world, for 
everywhere it symbolises the kindness shown 
by the Anglo-Jewish community towards 
those of their brethren who arrive here as 
friendless strangers and wanderers. As in a 
microcosm, there is reflected in the annals of 
this London institution much of the history 
of world Jewry during the past two genera- 
tions. In the later Victorian era, the perse- 
cution of the Jews in Russia and Rumania 
brought to these shores thousands of immi- 
grants and transmigrants from. Eastern 


Europe. It was to meet the needs of these 
harassed victims of persecution that the 
Shelter was originally founded. The appoint- 
ment in 1902 of a Royal Commission on 
Alien Immigration—before which THEODOR 
Herzi and other prominent Jews gave 
evidence—was unfortunately followed by 
the passing of the Aliens Restriction Act of 
1905. Throughout that trying period of half 
a century ago, the Shelter never despaired 
nor faltered in its sacred duty of bringing 
succour to the suffering emigrants. 
Similarly, through all subsequent vicissi- 
tudes, the Shelter has nobly fulfilled its 
appointed task, as, for example, in its work 
for Belgian refugees during the First World 
War, and for German refugees after the 
establishment of the iniquitous Nazi régime. 
And today it is called upon to befriend a 
continuing stream of refugees from Central 
Europe and North Africa. No emergency 
ever finds the Shelter unprepared, as was 
evidenced this very month, when accommo- 
dation was immediately available for a rare 
and lonely transmigrant from behind the 
Iron Curtain. It is impossible to conceive of 
any Jewish cause that should command 
readier sympathy and support from all, 


PROTESTS 


THE position of Jews behind the Iron 
Curtain continues to cause widespread 
anxiety among their fellow-Jews throughout 
the Recently the situation § in 
Rumania has aroused particularly grave 
concern. It will be remembered that the 
Board of Deputies, at its meeting last month, 
passed a resolution § protesting against 
the “cruel and unjustifiable persecution of 
Zionists .. . and appeals to the Rumanian 
Government to stop this persecution.” 
Similar resolutions of protest have been 
passed by other Anglo-Jewish organisations 
and sent to the Rumanian Legation in 
London for forwarding to the Rumanian 
Government. It is perhaps a measure of the 
deterioration of international relations and 
the decline in diplomatic courtesies in the 
contemporary world that these protests have 
not even been acknowledged by the Lega- 
tion, but have been sent back through the 
post without even the formal polite- 
ness of a covering letter. One can under- 
stand how it comes about that more 
spectacular—if futile and undesirable—ways 
of protest have been suggested in Israel and 
elsewhere. A news message in our present 
issue states that the United Rumanian Jews 
of America propose to organise protest 
demonstrations outside the Rumanian diplo- 
matic missions in Washington, Paris, 
London, and Rome. The unfortunate thing 
is that such demonstrations are unlikely to 
have any beneficial effect at all. They are 
much more likely to confirm the present 
obstinacy of the Rumanians. Very much 
the same can be said of a proposal backed by 
the Foreign AffairsCommittee of the Board of 
Deputies to arrange a protest march through 
the London streets to Trafalgar Square. We 
hope that such proposals as this will be 
summarily rejected when the whole subject 
comes up for further discussion by the 
Board on Sunday. The cause of Rumanian 
Jewry—which demands serious and realistic 
consideration—can in no way be helped by 
futile heroics. It needs better handling than 
that, 


BRODETSKY MEMORIALS 


Ir is natural enough that proposals are 
already being advanced by a grateful com- 
munity for memorials in honour of Pro- 
fessor SELIG BRODETSKY, whose recent death 
was so widely and grievously mourned. 
Several different suggestions have already 
been made. In our last week's issue we 
reported a J.N.F. proposal for the planting of 
a forest in Israel to perpetuate Professor 
BRODETKY'S name. In our present issue 
appears a report of a meeting of the Grand 
Beacon of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans 
at Sheffield. This meeting likewise resolved 
to raise a memorial to the Professor. Other 
worthy suggestions are also being made by 
further organisations with the work of which 
the late Professor was actively associated. 
In view of the common objective, it would 
surely be advisable to avoid any appearance 
of unseemly competition. The best plan 
would seem to be for the Hon. Officers of 
the various institutions with which Professor 
BRODETSKY was connected to meet together 
for joint consultation. It would then be 
possible to issue under authoritative auspices 
a united appeal, the proceeds of which could 
be apportioned among the different causes 
to which the Professor dedicated his life.

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THE SHADOW OF 
McCARTHYISM 


The Age of Suspicion. By James A. 
WecHSLER. Andre Deutsch. 16s. 


The Rosenberg Case: Fact and 
Fiction. By SOLOMON A, FINEBERG.

Mr. James Wechsler, then a student 
at Columbia University, joined the 
Young Communist League in 1933. He 
left it in 1937, disillusioned by the 
Moscow trials. With this background, 
Mr. Wechsler was obviously ripe 
material for Senator McCarthy and 
last year he was, not entirely unex- 


pectedly, summoned at short notice to. 


appear before the McCarthy. Com- 
mittee. The ostensible purpose was 
for the examination of Mr. Wechsler’s 
adolescent flirtation with Communism. 
Ihe real purpose was an attempt to 
intimidate the large section of the 
U.S.A. press which is hostile to 
McCarthy: for Mr. Wechsler is the 
editor of the New York Post. which 
had been one of the earliest of 
American newspapers to denounce the 
Senator. In the cross-cxamination to 
which he was subjected, Mr. Wechsler 
gave a good account of himself, not 
limiting himself to a defence of his 
past actions but, when opportunity 
arose, sailing in to use the forum to 
attack McCarthy and McCarthvism. 

The main interest in this book lies in 
its graphic and intimate account of the 
working of the McCarthy investiga- 
tions. Though the Senator from 
Wisconsin has shown no signs of anti- 
semitism, the attitude of mind which 
has been labelled McCarthyism is one 
which ts peculiarly susceptible to racial 
and other forms of intolerance. It is 
therefore well that it should be 
thoroughly understood and this book 
is a contribution towards that under- 
Standing. 


Verdict and Penalty 


The ill-fated Rosenberes claimed 
that this McCarthy atmosphere was 
responsible for their own misfortunes 
Communist apologists have alleged 
again and again that the political 
atmosphere in the United States made 
it impossible for the Rosenbergs to 
have a fair trial and that, in some 
unexplained way. the verdict and 
sentence were a manifestation of anti- 
semitism. It is abundantly clear from 
Dr. Fineberg’s book how far from the 
truth these allegations are. The trial 
was scrupulously fair, there was no 
semblance of antisemitism. and there 
was ample evidence on which any jury 
was entitled to come to the conclusion 
that the Rosenbergs were guilty of the 
crime with which they were charged 

The only part of the book which ts 
not persuasive is that in which the 
author justifies the penalty as distinct 
from the verdict. The arguments are 
capably marshalled and a good case 
is made out. But in this matter of the 
death sentence. emotions override 
argument and the reasons given do 
Not carry conviction.

THE HERZL DIARIES (2) 


Extracts of a new translation arranged by J. Hodess 


ERZL opens his diary while 

in Paris, where he had been 

- acting as correspondent of 

the Neve Freie Presse, of which 

he had been literary editor since 

1891. The first entry, headed * The 

Jewish Cause,” begun in Paris. 

Whitsun, 1895, is overpowering. It 
reads: 

have been engaged for some time 
past upon a work of immeasurable 
greatness. | do not as yet know 
whether I shall carry it on to a con- 
clusion. It has the appearance of a 
mighty dream : for days and weeks it 
has filled my whole being, even into 
the subconscious : it has accompanied 
me everywhere, hovered over my 
ordinary conversations, glanced over 
my shoulder during the absurdly 
trivial occupations of the journalist ; 
disturbed and intoxicated me. What 
it will grow into is still impossible to 
foretell. But my experience tells me 
that it is something strange, even as 
a dream, and that I should write it 
down—if not as a memorial for man- 
kind, at least for my own future 
benefit and contemplation. Perhaps 
aS something between these two possi- 
bilities : for literature. If out of the 
romance no deed is born, at least the 
romance will have been achieved. 

“ Truth to tell, I no longer know 
whether, after all. it was not the 
romance that first came into my mind: 
though not as ‘ literature” for its own 
sake, but as a means to an end 


* Stanley interested the world -with 
his little travel book, “ How I found 
Livingstone. When he traversed the 
Dark Continent the world was greatly 


moved Yet how littl are those 
undertakings compared, I must still 
say. with my dream. When, 1! 


might be asked. did I first begin to 


think about the Jewish question ? 
Probably when itt first crossed my 
path. Most certainly since I read 


Duehring’s' book. In one of my old 
scrapbooks, stored away somewhere in 
Vienna, are to be found my first obser- 
vations on the book and the question 
At that time [| had not yet found a 
journalistic channel for mv literary 
work. It was, I believe. in 1881 o: 
1882 - but this I know, that even today 
| still occasionally say things which 
are written there, In the succeeding 
years the question persistently gnawed 
and tugged at me. tormented me, and 
made me very unhappy. 

‘I always came back to it when- 
ever my own personal experiences. 
sufferings, and joys lifted me on to a 
higher plane of vision At first 
the Jewish question pained me bitterl, 
[here was, perhaps. a time when | 
should have been glad enough’ to 
escape from it, over into Christianity 

No matter into what camp. At all 
events. these were but the undefined 
vearnings of youthful weakness. For 
I say to myself with the candour of 
this chronicle that I never seriously 
contemplated cither baptism or chanze 
of name. This is proved, indeed, by 
a certain incident. When first I went 
with a manuscript to the Vienna 
DeurscHe Wocuenscurirt, Dr. Fried- 
jung? advised me to adopt a_ less 
Jewish-sounding pen-name. This I 
roundly declined to do, saying that I 
intended to continue bearing my 
father’s name. and that I was prepared 
to withdraw the manuscript Fried- 
jung accepted it after all... .

“The Jewish question naturally lay 
in. wait for me everywhere and upon 
all occasions. I scoffed at i, fell 
wretched, but did not really feel its 
grip, although I conceived the plan. 
even before I came to Paris, of writ- 
ing a novel about Jews. | had meant 
to write it during the journey through 
Spain upon which I set out in the 
summer of 1891. It was at that time 
my most loved friend Heinrich Kana, 
in February, 1891, had blown out his 
brains in Berlin. I believe that by the 
novel I wanted to lay his ghost.

THE FATHER OF JEWISH MYSTICISM 


Professor Scholem on 
Moses Cordovero

At the invitation of the Cultural 
Department of the Jewish Agency, 
Protessor G. G. Scholem, of the 
Hebrew University, recently gave two 
lectures in Hebrew at Woburn House, 
London. His subject was “ Rabbi 
Moses Cordovero (the Remak) and 
his Teaching.” 

In the first lecture, which was presided 
over by Rabthi Dr. L. Epstein, | Prin- 
cipal of Jews’ College. Professor Scholem 
gave a survey of the Cabbalist school in 
Safed in the sixteenth century, of which 
the Remak (1522-70) was the ‘eading 
hgm. Coming from Cordova to Safed 
at an early age. Cordovero learnt the 
Talmud from k Joseph Caro (the com- 
piler of the Shulchan Aruch) and Cab- 
bala from his brother-in-law. R. Solomon 
Alkabez, the author of the acrostic poem. 
“Lecha Dodi.” 

Rabbi Cordovero’s extensive know- 
ledge of halacha and mysticism, and his 
study of Judw#o-Arabic philosophy, said 
Professor Scholem, peel to him to pre- 
sent the teachings of R. Simeon b. 
Jochai and his school in the Zohar in 
the form of a regular philosophic system. 

The lecturer gave a brief synopsis of 
the conients of the Pardes and the 
Elimah, and also described the impor- 
tance of Cordaveros other works and 
his iturgical and homiletx monographs, 


many of which are still in manuscript. 
A Systematic Thinker 
In his second lecture,. Professor 


Scholem devoted himself to showing, by 
quotations from the works of Cordovero, 
that the Remak was essentially a 
systematic thinker: his purpose being to 
give both a new interpretation and a 
systematic description of the mystical 


heritage of the older Cabbhala, particu- 
larly the Zohar. it was this thinking, 
rather than a new stage of mystical 
insight, that led him to new ideas and 
formulas. 

Professor Scholem opined that Cor- 
dovero was undoubtedly the greatest 
theoretician of Jewish mysticmm He 
returned in his works, again and again, 
Professor Scholem added, to the probiem 
of the relation of the substance En-Sof 
to the “ organism,” the “ instruments ” 
(Kelim: Le... vessels of bowls), through 
which it works and acts. : 

The imtrinsic conflict between the 
theistic and the pantheistic tendencies m 
the mystical theology of Cabbalism ts 
nowhere brought out more clearly than 
in the Remak's thought, said the lec- 
turer. His attempts to synthesise the 
contradiction dominated the speculative 
side of his thinking and produced tenta- 
tive solutions, profound and often 
problematical. 

One of Professor Scholem’s former 
students, Mr. Wess, lkecturcr in 
mysticism in the new Institute of Jewish 
Studies founded by Rabb Dr. A. 
Altmann in Manchester, presided over 
the second lecture.

Jewish Cookery 
By FLORENCE CREENBERG 
SEASONABLE FARE 


Broad Seans 


White broad beans are still young, 
they can be sliced and cooked like scarlet 
runners. Cut the ends of the pods, also 
a thin strip down cither side so that the 
strings are entirely removed. Then with 
a sharp knife slice the pods thinly. The 
beans can be sliced with the pods or 
left whole. Cook in boiling salted water 
till tender, then drain, reserving the water, 
which makes an excellent foundation for 
vegetable soup. 

Bean Salad. Add a little finely sliced 
spring onion to any “ left-over’ beans, 
surround with sliced tomato and add a 
border of tufts of watercress. 

For Lunch or Supper. Mix the beans 
with parsicy sauce, and serve with 
scrambled or poached cggs and new 
potatoes. Make the parsicy sauce with half 
milk and halt bean water. 


Strawberry Shortcake 


Plain flour, 6 oz.; baking powder, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls ; margarine, 2 OZ.; castor sugar, 
1} oz.; milk; pinch of sak. For filling: 
Strawberries, ID. : castor sugar ; cream. 

GREASE iwo medium-sized sandwich 
tins. Sieve flour, baking powder, and 
salt into a bowl, rub in the fat. add 
sugar, and sufficient milk to form a soft 
dough. Turn the mixture on to a floured 
hoard, knead lightly, and divide into two. 
Thea flatten into rounds (a little less 
than 4 inch thick) to fit the tins. Brush 
over each round with melted margarine

Place 
remaining filing on. top, cover with 
whipped cream and garnish with straw- 
berries.

CrausH a few meringues and crush 
some strawberries, adding a few drops 
of lemon juice. Fill individual glasses 
with alternate layers of the strawberry 
purée and the crushed meringues, having 
meringue for the top layer.

In the world of today there many 
women who have penetrated into 
almost exclusively male fields—much 
to the surprise and annoyance of 
many men—but the vast majority of 
women are quité content to marry and 
have children. much as their feminine 
forebears have done for hundreds 
of years. There is at least one woman, 
though, who seems to have success- 
fully combined both; and her dual 
life is perhaps unconsciously symbol- 
ised by a slab of cement at one corner 
of her desk and a bow! of flowers on 
the other.

instinctively made way for him. That 
made him feel more forgiving, and 
he went quictly home and biew out 
his brains... . In its present form 
Samuel was the weaker but much 
beloved friend of the hero, who, 
through the accidents of life, is led 
to discover or, more accurately, to 
establish the Land of Promise. . . . 

“ Already I have lost sight of the 
stage by which I advanced from the 
plot of a novel to a practical concep- 
tion, though it all lies but a few weeks 
back, subconscious processes.  Per- 
haps these are not practical ideas at 
all, and I shall become a laughing- 
stock in the eyes of those whom ! 
earnestly address. And I am caught 
fast in the novel. But even then 
what I have pondered over during 
this period, and continue to ponder, 
is worth recording. ... 


“ Suddenly one day I wrote a letter 
to that Baron Hirsch who has busied 
himself about the Jews so conspicu- 
ously, and with the characteristic folly 
of millionaires. When this letter was 
written I put it away for 14 days. 
When after that interval the letter did 
not seem foolish to me, I posted it. 
This 1s what | wrote: 

** Sir.—When may I have the honour 
of calling on you? I should like to con- 
verse with you upon the Jewish question. 
This is no case for a newspaper inter- 
view, nor yet a veiled or overt affair 
of money. It would appear that the 
calls made upon you are so many that 
one cannot be sufficiently quick in fore- 
stalling impure suspicions. I desire only 
to discuss with you a Jewish political 
plan, the effects of which wil perhaps 
reach forward into a time when you and 
| will no longer be living. And that is 
also why I should like you to fix a day 
for our mecting, when you can devote 
to the matter one or two undisturbed 
hours. Owing to my usual pursuit, a 
Sunday would suit me best. It need 
not be next Sunday. Whenever you like. 

“* My project will interest you. But 
slight as is the hint I am herewith con- 
veying, | nevertheless will ask you not 
to show this letter to your en/ourage— 
secretaries and others. Be good enough 
lo treat as confidential. 

‘Possibly you are already acquainted 
with my name. In any case you know 
the paper which here represent.— 
Yours very faithfally. Theodor Herzl, 
Correspondent of Die Neve Freie 
PRESSE.”

YESHIVA AT LU ‘CERNE 


From a Correspondent 


Lucerne, the picturesque town in the 
heart of Switzerland, can now lay 
claim to have become a lorah centre, 
it is learned in London. 

Some 18 months ago a Yeshiva was 
founded in Lugano on the initiative of 
a group of members of the Zurich com- 
munity. It was at first on a modest Scale, 
occupying an apartment hardly adequate 
for us needs. Its head was Rabbi M. 
Solowejezyk, a grandson of the Brisker 
Rebbe 

In its early stages the -yeshiva benefited 
from the guidance of the Kole! Hora- 
honim. of Gateshead, who provided one 
of its leading scholars to assist in the 
spiritual and educational work of the 
young yeshiva. Development was rapid, 
and the number of students increased. 
until the necessity arose to acquire larger 
premises Owing to the difficulty of 
finding a suitable building in Lugano it 
was decided to establish the yeshiva in 
Lucerne, where adequate premises were 
found in the midst of pleasant scenery 
The summer term has begun under the 
leadership of Rabb: Soloweic7zyk. the 
Rosh Yeshiva, and Rabbi M. Zolty, of 
the Hebron Yeshiva.

Obituary 


COL. THOMAS SEBAG- 
MONTEFIORE 


The death occurred at his home in 
Rickmansworth, on Friday, of Colonel 
Thomas Henry Sebag-Montefiore, at 
the age of 66. 

After taking up 
a military career 
he distinguished 
himself, as 
an officer in the 
Royal Horse Artil- 


lery, in several 
departments of 
peace-time army 
life. In 1909 he 
made what was 
then a world 


record for a jump 
of 29ft. on a horse, 
and im 1910) was 
chosen as a Mem- 
ber of a British 
military jumping 
team that went to New York. Taking up 
flying the following year he was the 93rd 
Englishman to gain the Royal Aero 
Club's pilot's certificate. 

In the 1914-18 war 
D.S.0. and M.C. In the last war, during 
which he saw active service again, he 
was Commandant of a Royal Artillery 
O.C.1T.U. His interest in his regiment 
was maintained after his retirement from 
active service: he became Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Royal Artillery Association.

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JEWISH CLAIMS ON AUSTRIA 


Technical Work Nearing 
Completion 


From our Correspondent 


VIENNA 

Although no specific developments 
in the negotiations between the Jewish 
Claims Committee and the Austrians 
have been reported in the past few 
days, the sub-committees are expected 
to finish their technical work in a few 
days time and the negotiations are 
expected to enter their concluding 
stages after the arrival of the head of 
the Jewish delegation, Mr. M. Bekel- 
man, from Paris. 

He is due here on Sunday. Mr. Seymour 
Rubin. of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, who is also member of the 
Jewish negotiating team, arrived here on 
Tuesday, 

Experts on both sides are devoting 
detailed discussion to the legislative 
aspects of the problem. Sub-committee 
members are meeting representatives of 
all the Austrian munistrics concerned. 
Three and sometimes four meetings arc 
being held daily. The purpose of this 
work is to attempt to trace al! victims 
of Nazism cligible for compensation 
living here or abroad, whether they have 
retained Austrian citizenship or not. 

Much attention is being given to the 
question of heirless property The 
experts have to work through a maze of 


legal technicalities in their search to col- 
lect the necessary data, No substantial 
regress on this heeding is expected to 

be made before the end of the month. 

Meanwhile, the Austrian Finance 
Minister, Dr. R. Kamitz, has told 
Parliamem here that although the legal 
position regarding Jewish claims remained 
unchanged, a compromise proposal had 
been made to pay certain advances 
immediately, even before final agreement 
is reached. Otherwise help for many 
old and sick victims of the Nazis may 
come too late. 

The Minister was replying to a question 
by a Social Democrat member on_ the 
present claims negotiations. These, he 
said, represented a new altemp: to lay 
down the precise extent of the Jewish 
claims. Discussions taking place between 
the experts were intended to ascertain 
the amounts involved, which was now 
er because, according to the Third 

estitution Law. individual claims can- 
not be filed later than by the end of this 
month. Dr. Kamuz concluded by say- 
ing that all agreements reached would 
be submitted to Parliament for final 
approvad.

WAR CRIMES TRIAL IN 
FRANCE 
Englishwomen Tortured to Death 


Metz 

The trial of 16 men who are alleged 
to have tortured and murdered four 
Englishwomén and a number of 
Royal Air Force men during the war, 
as well as being responsible for the 
deaths of thousands of Jews and 
other camp inmates, began bere on 
Tuesday. All pleaded not guilty 

The accused include two former camp 
commanders, guard. chiefs, and labou: 
controllers of the Nazi torture and death 
camp of Strurthot, near Strasbourg, where 
10,000 people died during the war. 

The four Englishwomen, arrested in 
France as secret agents. died in mass mur- 
ders in the camp. Told that they were 
being vaccinaied against typhus, they 
received letha! hypodermic injections and 
were cremated. 

Two French generals and four colonels 
making up the tribunal will also try $2 
others of the camp staff in their absence. 

The accused are: Herbert Dillmann.
